desirable in a street pavement, it being perfectly 
smooth, and at the same time affords a footing. 
so secure that the hoof of a horse ‘cannot slip 
upon it. This beautiful pavement has ‘becn 
thoronghily tested in Boston, where a considera- 
ble part of Washington-street has been paved 
with it. A resolution passed our Board of Coun- 
cilmen some months ago, by a large majority, 
to pave Maiden-lane and Cortlandt-street with 
it; but the resolution has been laid‘aside by 
the Board of Aldermen, on the ground of there 
not being money enough inthe City Treasury to 
pay for it. 

But.we can hardly expect that the Russ pave- 
ment should be taken up, though it is wholly 
unfit for our stréets, to be replaced by a better 
one, and the.only way in which ite defects can 
be remedied, will be to‘adopt the saggestions of 


the Mayor, and have grooves cut in the blocks, 
to serve as & foothold for horses. 


Fresh Outrages in Kansas. 

It will be seen by the reports which we pub- 
lish elsewhere, that new outrages of a most seri- 
ous and alarming nature have occurred in Kan- 
sas; though the channel ‘through which they 
come is adverse to. the party which will require 
the aid of the Government to suppress. Hitherto 
Pro-Slavery men have been the aggressors, but, ° 
if the reports should prove true, the Free-State 
men have committed a woful error in imitating’ 
the practices of their*opponents. Squatter 
Sovereignty, thus far, has. not worked. well, and 
the first experiment in this kind of Territorial 
Government, will not tend to giveit popu- 
larity. 

The suspicious point in the report of this last 
outrage in Kansas is, that, though it, is stated 
that CoLeman was attacked by three Abolition- 
ists, armed with Suanr’s rifles, yet it was Corz- 
man who shot the Abolitionist. “The accounts
